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DETAILED ACTION 

CLAIMS PRESENTED 

Claims 1-17 are presented. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant disagrees with the combination and modification of the art provided in 
the prior Office Action. Wood (a reference relied in the rejection) was cited to show that 
the multiple signals can be split into multiple transmitters. Applicant does acknowledge 
this about Wood, but Applicant wishes to require that the prior art (such as Wood) 
explicitly teach that the split be into pressure and location. On this matter, Applicant is 
not found to be persuasive for the following reasons. 

In response to applicant's argument that such a combination of Wood and 
DeBuissier would have another advantage which would flow naturally into a situation in 
which the split of signals be not into pressure and location, the fact that applicant has 
recognized another advantage which would flow naturally from following the suggestion 
of the prior art cannot be the basis for patentability when the differences would 
otherwise be obvious. See Ex parte Obiaya, 227 USPQ 58, 60 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 
1985). 

In response to applicant's argument that a bodily incorporation of Wood and 
Debuissier would not produce the claimed invention, the test for obviousness is not 
whether the features of a secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the 
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structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed invention must be expressly 
suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined 
teachings of the references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. 
See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981).
